Here Are Some Hints 


On Cleaning Sea Shells 


By POLLY CRAMER 


DEAR POLLY—I would like to tell W a n e t a that the 
cleaning of shells depends on whether they are live or dead 
shells. I assume if they were picked up some time ago they 
are dead 
Soaking them in a solution of bleach and water 
is the usual process. They may have to soak several days 
and then be scrubbed with a stiff brush. (Polly’s note—Do 
be careful about soaking too long in bleach or the shells 
may lose some of their delicate coloring.) 
If they are live, freeze for about 48 hours, hose out the 
inside and then soak and scrub. (Polly’s note—Live ones 
ulso can be boiled.) 
After they are dry rub lightly with baby oil to bring out 
the shine —BETTY JO 


DEAR POLLY—I am an amateur malacologist who may 
have a solution for Waneta who wanted to remove the 
periostracum and growths from the outside of her shells. 
A stiff brush, soapy water 
__ 
and lots of elbow grease 
may be sufficient. This will 
remove the growths with­ 
out h a r m i n g the shells 
Many collectors do soak 
their shells for s e v e r a l 
hours in a strong chlorine 
solution. 
If she wishes to achieve 
a very high, t h o u g h un­ 
natural. sheen she may de­ 
cide to use acid in treating 
the shells. fX*casionally it is used to r e m o v e the lime 
deposits and b r i g h t e n up old specimens. Commercial 
dealers frequently do this. A pink queen shell may be 
dipped for five to 10 seconds in a vat with one part muri­ 
atic acid and four parts water and then rinsed in clear 
vater. This method must be used with great care as a 
shell easily can be ruined by overexposure to the acid —

So jum bled are such prac­ 
tices, says one Labot Departm ent study, that som e em ­ 
ployers w illingly hire older workers lor jobs that other 
em ployers insist are beyond their capability. Ironically, 
many em ployers rate their own older workers as highly

H a z litt makes a strong and

He argues 
strongly that no one should be 
perm itted to vote while Jiving 
from public funds.
